Where**, In lwiTtS^lJate*- 4*te«, through Secretary of 
State Cordell Hull, requested the cooperation of the neutral 
government of Sweden In protecting the lives of Hungarian 
Jews facing extermination by the Nazis; 


Whereas, in the summer of 1944, Raoul Wallenberg went to 
Hungary at the request of the United States as Secretary of 
the Swedish Legation in Budapest; 

Whereas, with extraordinary courage and with total disregard 
for the constant danger to himself, Raoul Wallenberg saved 
the lives of almost 100,000 innocent men, women, and 
children; 

Whereas, with funds and assistance provided by the United 
States, Raoul Wallenberg provided food, shelter, and medi- 
cal care to the people he rescued; 

Whereas heroic acts of salvation, such as those performed by 
Raoul Wallenberg, were tragically rare during the massacre 
of millions <rf innocent people during World War It; 

Whereas, in response to overwhelming public and Congressional 
support, the President of the United States signed legisla- 
tion proclaiming Raoul Wallenberg an honorary citizen of 
the United States on October 8, 1981; and 


Whereas it is most String and appropriate to recognize the out- 
standing contributions of Raoul Wallenberg through the es- 
tablishment of a monument in Ms honor on Federal land in

2 This joint resolution may be cited as the “Raoul Wal- 
S lenberg Monument Resolution”. 

4 SEC L ESTABLISHMENT OF MONUMENT. 

5 (a) In Genebal. — The Raoul Wallenberg Tribute 

6 Committee is authorized to establish a monument to honor 

7 Raoul Wallenberg on Federal land in the District of Colum- 

8 bia or its environs. 

9 (b) Compliance With Standards for Comme mo- 

10 bativb Works. — The establishment of the monument shall 

11 be in accordance with the Act entitled “An Act to provide 

12 standards for placement of commemorative works on certain 

13 Federal lands in the District of Columbia and its environs,

14 and for other purposes”, approved November 14, 198C (40 

15 U.S.C. 1001 et seq.). 

16 SEC. 3. PAYMENT OF EXPENSES. 

17 The United States shall not pay any expense of the es- 

18 tabiishment of the monument.
